Priority

Dramngs 

The drawings are objected to because in figure 7, "Higt" appears to be a typographical 
error of "High". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended 
drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claims 12-14 and 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nishikawa (WO 02/42706A1). Nikishawa discloses (Table 1, sample 1) a heat exchanging tube 
with W=16 mm, H=1.15mm, Ta=60 micrometer and Tb=250 micrometer. These dimension lie 
within the claimed range. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 and 15-19 are allowed.

Nishikawa et al. (US 2004/0069477 A) discloses a heat exchanger tube and heat 
exchanger. 

Shiromizu et al. (JP2000 154987) discloses a flat tube heat exchanger.
